FLORIDA TOURIST RATES 


FOR COMING SEASON 


The United States railroad admin- 


istration has authorized the follow- 
ing statement: 


Winter tourist 
fares to Florida 


and other southern points will be 
made on the same basis as those 
granted 
to 
points 
in 
California, 


namely: 
Ninety per cent of double 


the one-way fares. 
The new fares 


will bear about the same average 
ratio to the present advanced fares as 
the old winter fares bore to the old 
one-way fares. 
Tickets will be sold 


from October 1 to April 30, both 
dates inclusive, with return limits 
up to June 1, and stopover privileges 
will be allowed on the going or re- 
turning trip within the final limits 
as heretofore. 


If Florida is to do its full duty by War Savings Stamps 


as it has by Liberty Bonds, Reel Cross and the Y. M. C. A. it 
will be necessary to sell about $15,000,000 worth of War Sav- 
ings Stamps between now and December 1. 
Apporximately 


$5,000,000 of this has already been pledged and another $5,- 
000,000 already bought, leaving a little more than §10,000,- 
000 to be actually bought in addition to the amount already 
pledged. 


With this situation confronting the state, there was no 


other alternative but to put on another intensive campaign 
period from September 9 to 14. 
It is realized that this comes 


at a bad time of the year, but war is rapidly teaching this na- 
tion that it cannot arrange its program for the accomplish- 
ment of any purpose at the most convenient time, or to suit 
personal wishes. 


The Liberty Loan drive will begin the last two days of 


September, which made it impractical to have a War Savings 
drive later than September 14th. 


This county is far behind in its quota, both in amount 


purchased and aftiount pledged. 
The county organization is 


hopeful that the full amount will be raised, and is leaving 
nothing undone to bring War Saving and the splendid feature 
of this plan as an investment, as well as the discharge of a 
patriotic duty, to'the attention of every man, woman and child 
in the country. 


There are many people in Florida who do not yet under- 


stand what a War Savings Stamp is. Many are under the 
impression that it is a form of contributing money to the gov- 
ernment, others are under the impression that it is a campaign 
seeking to interest women and children in saving. 
War Sav- 


ings Stamps are designed to convert to the uses of the govern- 
ment in this critical time every possible ounce of labor and 
material by encouraging the people to refrain from the pur- 
chase of non-essentials and place the money so saved at the 
disposal of the government. 
For this service the governmenl 


pays 4*7c annually, compounded quarterly, with an additional 
attractive feature that the purchaser of these securities can 
have his stamps redeemed, if he should need the money, b> 
giving ten days notice at any money order postoffice. 


Every man, woman and child in this county, and every 


other county in the state is urged to be prepared to sign a 
pledge that they will save and sacrifice, and lend their money 
to the government.

SAVES NEGRO CHILD 


CAR GOES IN RIVER 


Turning his car sharply to the left 


to avoid striking a negro child on the 
bridge, John T. Hammond ran the 
front wheel of the car against the rail- 
ing of the drawbridge last Saturday, 
lost control of the machine and the 
automobile and driver went off the 
bridge into the river. Mr. Hammond 
was badly cut and bruised in the face 
and dazed by being jammed against 
the steering wheel, but managed to 
get out of the machine in the water 
and swim until he was rescued by 
persons who had witnessed the ac- 
cident.

dress. This means where you have 
your permanent home NOW, not the 
place where you work, nor the place 
where you were born, unless that is 
vour permanent home. Be prepared 
to give it this way: "100 Woodward 
avenue, Detroit, Wayne county, Mich., 
or R. F. D. No. 2, Jonesville, Smith 
county. Pa." If the registrant lives in 
an apartment house he should state 
the number of the apartment in which 
he lives. If his address is "in care" 
of someone, this should be stated. 


Question 3.—Age in years. State 


your age in YEARS only. 
Disregard 


additional months or days. Be pre- 
pared to answer "34" or "38," not "34 
years, 3 months" or the like. 


Question 4.—Date of birth. If you 


do not remember the year, start to 
answer as you would if someone ask- 
ed you your birthday, as "October 12." 
Then say: "On my birthday this year 
I will be (or was) 
years old." 


The registrar will then fill in the year 
of your birth. This may be obtained 
by the registrar by subtracting the 
age in years on this year's birthday

which he enjoins them in emphatic terms the policy of cour- 
tesy and efficiency. 
He announces that the policy of the rail- 


road administration is exactly the reverse of the policy known 
as "the public be damned" policy. 


He states that the fact that the United States is running 


the railroads is not an excuse or justification for the short- 
coming of either the employees or the railroad administration. 
"The people have accepted cheerfully and patriotically the 
burden of increased railroad fares that war conditions have 
imposed upon them, part of which is due to the increase caus- 
ed by the raise in wages of the railroad employees," says the 
director general, "and the least that the railroad employees 
can do in return is to serve the public faithfully, courteously 
and efficiently." 


Railroads are just as much public servants under govern- 


ment administration as under private control. 
The change of 


management was made for the purpose of making the rail- 
roads more efficient servants of the people, more especially in 
the great work of winning the war. The relation of the rail- 
roads and the roaiiroad employees to the public, therefore, 
is unchanged except that patriotism to their country as well 
as loyalty to their employer should actuate the railroad em- 
ployee. 


The director general has also issued a statement to the 


public regarding the overcrowded conditions of passenger 
trains, which he admits, and expresses regret for the unsatis- 
factory condition in some sections. 


The great number of troops now being handled over the 


railroads, it is stated, has caused a shortage of day coaches 
and sleeping cars, which can not be immediately remedied, 
and, further, the increased demand upon the transportation of 
the country by the tremendous amounts of coal, food supplies, 
war material, and other things required for war purposes 
forces a curtailment of passenger train service. 
He urges the 


American people tp refrain from all unnecessary travel as a 
measure of war economy and war sacrifice. 


In the last 14 months the railroads of the country have 


transported 5,377,468 soldiers, of whom over 2,000,000 were 
transported prior to December ?A, 1917; 3,377,000 between 
January 1 and June 30, 1918. 
Patriotic cooperation by the 


people will greatly help the solving of our transportation prob- 
lem under the strain of war.

The qualified electors of the New 


Smyrna public school district will de- 
cide the question of whether compul- 
sory school attendance is to be applied 
in this district at the special election 
called for that purpose next Friday. 
The voting will be done in the city 
council chamber and the polls will be 
open during the usual hours of elec- 
tion. K. L. Chilton, C. L. Dohn and B. 
F. Green have been appointed inspec- 
tors and H. H. Sams clerk to have 
charge of the special election. 


The question to be settled- by the 


voters is whether the provision of the 
state law requiring attendance in the 
public school of all children between 
the ages of S and 14 years for 80 
days during the year shall be applied 
to this district. 
According to the 


state law compulsory school atten- 
dance may be adopted by counties or 
by districts and a large majority of 
the districts in Volusia county have 
already adopted the compulsory at- 
tendance provision. 


By those who are familiar with com- 


pulsory school attendance laws it is 
contended that the Florida law lacks 
some essential features, 
but

right direction and its adoption in this 
district will be a step toward better 
education for the children of today 
and succeeding generations.

Question 2.—Permanent home ad- 
ress. This means where you have 
our permanent home NOW, not the 
lace where you work, nor the place 
vhere you were born, unless that is 
our permanent home. Be prepared 
o give it this way: "100 Woodward 
venue, Detroit, Wayne county, Mich., 
r R. F. D. No. 2, Jonesville, Smith, 
ounty. Pa." 
If the registrant lives in 


n apartment house he should state 
he number of the apartment in which 
ie lives. If his address is "in care" 
'f someone, this should be stated. 


Question 3.—Age in years.

Director General McAdoo has issued a circular to all em- 


ployees of the railway lines operated by the government in 
which he enjoins them in emphatic terms the policy of cour- 
tesy and efficiency. 
He announces that the policy of the rail- 


road administration is exactly the reverse of the policy known 
as "the public be damned" policy. 


He states that the fact that the United States is running 


the railroads is not an excuse or justification for the short- 
coming of either the employees or the railroad administration. 
"The people have accepted cheerfully and patriotically the 
burden of increased railroad fares that war conditions have 
imposed upon them, part of which is due to the increase caus- 
ed by the raise in wages of the railroad employees," says the 
director general, "and the least that the railroad employees 
can do in return is to serve the public faithfully, courteously 
and efficiently." 


Railroads are just as much public servants under govern- 


ment administration as under private control. 
The change of 


management was made for the purpose of making the rail- 
roads more efficient servants of the people, more especially in 
the great work of winning the war. The relation of the rail- 
roads and the roailroad employees to the public, therefore, 
is unchanged except that patriotism to their country as well 
as loyalty to their employer should actuate the railroad em- 
ployee. 


The director general has also issued a statement to the 


public regarding the overcrowded conditions of passenger 
trains, which he admits, and expresses regret for the unsatis- 
factory condition in some sections. 


The great number of troops now being handled over the 


railroads, it is stated, has caused a shortage of day coaches 
and sleeping cars, which can not be immediately remedied, 
and, further, the increased demand upon the transportation of 
the country by the tremendous amounts of coal, food supplies, 
war material, and other things required for war purposes 
forces a curtailment of passenger train service. 
He urges the 


American people tp refrain from all unnecessary travel as a 
measure of war economy and war sacrifice. 


In the last 14 months the railroads of the country have 


transported 5,377,468 soldiers, of whom over 2,000,000 were 
transported prior to December ?jl, 1917; 3,377,000 between 
January 1 and June 30, 1918. 
Patriotic cooperation by the 


people will greatly help the solving of our transportation prob- 
lem under the strain of war.
